"For a little I threshed about 
under the surface, almost stunned. 
Soon, however, the cold water 
brought me to; and I realized that 
the Start 1 saw were in my head, and 
not outside. I threw the tool hag 
off my neck, began to puddle, and 
came quickly up. My hands touch- 
ed iron; it was the three-inch sue; 
lion-pipe of the pump. 

" My rkull wan splitting. What 
had hit me V At first, I thought I 
bad been struck from behind. Mm 
I felt a hump on my temple instead 
of on the back of my head. Then 
I understood. 

" Beside me rosea wheezing and 
splashing; Charley had fallen in, 
too. 1 reached out, clutched a 
shoulder, and draped him to the 
pipe. There we dung silently, 
neck deep, lingers locked around 
the chill iron.

"-Numbness was creeping over 
me. I felt that we had exhausted 
every lesource.

" As I hung there in gloom, feel- 
ing pretty blue, Charley clawed my 
sleeve excitedly.

"I waited. Seconds passed, un- 
broken save for that drip-drip!

A moment later he 
had hold of the pipe. He pressed 
my arm twice; whatever it was he 
wanted, he had not got it yet. 

" For a while le clung there, 
breathing bird. Then down he 
wenl again. What in the world 
could there be al the bottom that 
would help us to escape? I hoped 
he linden'! gone crazy. 

" He stayed longer than before. 
Exploring ten foot under water 
couldn't be much fun. But at any 
rate it couldn't be darker than it 
was aa the top. The deepest spot 
was right, under tbe pipe. I felt 
something strike against it, and 
knew ho was fumbling around there. 
Then his head touched my foot, and 
up be popped, gasping. 

He was almost played out, but 
he pressed my arm three times, 
and chuckled. So I knew he'd got 
it. He pressed my hands against 
something, and 1 saw what he had 
been after— his tool-kit. 

"Fingers had to take the place of 
eyes, ears and tougue. lie hung 
the bag around my neck, and be- 
gan fumb'ing in it. Pretty soon he 
let me feel a monkey-wrench lied 
on the end of it, a coil of small rope. 
lis made motions, as if throwing the 
wrench up in the air; and at last 
I understood his scheme and grew 
as excited as be.

His agreement with the Alliance 
has been renewed, and next year the 
work will be carried ou independent 
of any and all Societies. This will 
enable Sign Language Serives to lie 
conducted in all parts of New En- 
gland, as soon as funds have been 
secured, by popular subscription. 

This Will bring Mr. Wyand in 
close touch with all the ministers 
of the Alliance, and elsewhere in 
New England. The Alliance is in- 
corporated, and was organized in 
1878. All ministers and church 
people know of it and its work.

W. H. H. Bryant, who is at the 
head of the Ginu Book Publishing 
Company and one of the most 
prominent churchmen in Boston. 
He has been treasurer for years. 
The Alliance has fixed Mr. Wyand' s 
salary and expenses. Our deaf aud 
hearing admirers of the Sign Lan- 
guage Services, who appreciate the 
importance of such a service in New 
England, as well as the presence 
here of a N. A. D. man, who, has 
and will have unlimited opportuni- 
ties to speak orally from any and all 
Evangelical pulpits, cau boost this 
work by sending a coin to Mr.

The greatest distance 
travelled by the winged seeds ol a 
forest tree observed by this author- 
ity was one hundred yards Undei 
the most favorable circumstances, 
he calculates, it would take this 
plant just 100 yeais to spread 300 
yards, and 1,500,000 years to spread 
from the Malay Peninsula to Ihe 
Philippines, if a land connection 
existed. — Scienific American.

It is proposed to create a niemoi ial 
to the late Hev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
I>.l)., by the erection of a Parish 
ftuildlng for Ht. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Matel. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet back from the 
line of the itrcet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to tbe church edifice aud be a center 
of religious aud social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, whhh 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be Ued lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gfcllau- 
dot Memorial l'arish Building" will 
be about *:)<>, 000, aud the building 
itself, lu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
